Four Appointed 
In Archdioceses 
Of United States 


Archbishops Stritch, 
Mooney, Spellman And 
Glennon Are Honored 


The largest single creation of 


‘Cardinals in many centuries was 


made by Pope Pius XII on Sun- 
day, December 23, when His Holi- 
ness raised 32 prelates of the 
Church to the Sacred College. 
Among those honored were four 
in the United States: 


The Most Rev. Francis J. Spell- 
mee D.D., Archbishop of New 
ork: | 


The Most Rev. Samuel A, 
Stritch, D.D., Archbishop of Chi- 
cago; 

The Most Rev. John Glennon, 
D.D., Archbishop of St. Louis; 

The Most Rev. Edward Mooney, 
D.D., Archbishop of Detroit, 


The appointments raise to five 
the number of Cardinals in the 
United States, His Eminence Den- 
nis Cardinal Dougherty of Phil- 
adelphia having been the only 
surviving member of the nation’s 
representatives in the Sacred Col- 
lege. 

Announcement was made that 
Archbishop Spellman had been a 
Cardinal in petto (in the bosom 
or in secret) for sometime but 
publicizing of his appointment 
was held up pending the naming 
of others to the Sacred College. 

In announcing the honors con- 
ferred, Pope Pius XII summoned 
a Sacred Consistory to convene 
in Rome on February 18. At that 
time the Cardinal-designates will 
be officially informed of their ap- 
pointments and the “Red Hats” 
will be conferred upon them. 

The appointment of the Car- 
dinals was the first in the Pon- 
tificate of Pope. Pius XII. The 
last nomination of Cardinals took 
place in December 1937 when the 
late Pope Pius XI raised five to 
the Sacred College, bringing mem- 
bership in the Supreme Council 
of the Church to 69, leaving one 
vacancy. Since that time deaths 
have reduced the number of Car- 
dinals to 38. 

In his nomination of 32 for the 
sacred College, His Holiness com- 
pletes the membership of the high 
tribunal, which is limited to 70. 
In creating 32 Cardinals, Pope 
Pius XII exceeded the number 
created by Pope Leo X in the his- 
toric Consistory of July 1, 1517. 
Only four of the newly created 
Cardinals are Italian. As a re. 
sult, the new Sacred College wil) 
have only 28 Italians and 42 non- 
Italians, the highest number of

| Looking toward the future, 
Archbishop Groeber insists that 
the German people must return to 
God. “Only if the insane pride is 
superseded by the proper self- 
examination and humiliation,” he 
stressed, “can the tensions be re- 
moved that exist between our- 
selves and other nations. Only 
when man is again considered as 
a human being and not only as an 
animal or as a particle of a nat- 
ional community, will we be free 
again.

Bishop Announces 


Honolulu, Dec, 24 — (NC) — 
Three communities of teaching 
nuns will send members to Ha- 
waii for the first time early in 
1946 it was announced here by 
Bishop James J. Sweeney of Hon- 
olulu.

Says State 


Department's Project To ‘Sell’ 
U.S. Abroad Needs Careful Scrutiny

Washington, Dec. 24.—The United States is embarking 
upon a national policy laden with many possibilities—harmful 


as well as beneficial. 


It is not an altogether new policy, but 


rather an extension of an activity carried on feverishly dur- 
ing the war years. While not too much public attention was 
paid to it during that time, it seems the part of wisdom to 


scrutinize its work and values in 
time of peace. 


The project is the “selling” of 
the United States to foreign coun- 
tries. Assistant Secretary of State 
William Benton, a prominent adver- 
tising executive in private life and 
the guiding genius behind the un- 
dertaking, says we can no longer 
“assume that the whole world be- 
lieves in the purity of our mo- 
tives.” He says it is necessary for 
us to “convince people that ours is 
a peaceful way of life.” Hence the 
publicity, or “selling” program 
abroad. It has been announced that 
some 2,000 persons eventually will 
be engaged in this work. 


This international information 
service seems, at first blush, to be 
all to the good. However, as ob- 
servers have been quick to point 
out, it actually harbors some very 
real dangers. It seems imperative 
that a fair and unbiased course be 
followed, if the whole program is 
not to turn out to be something we 
will regret. 

With the revelation that a par- 
ticular effort will be put forth in 
Central and South America by this 
agency, which will be part of the 
State Department, William Philip 
Simms, said 
Dailv News: 


“Latin Americans can tell us a 
lot about ‘such government-control- 
led propaganda. Their editors and 
public have long been deluged by 
it, hence are correspondingly wary 

Their newspapers could get 
reams of such copy free. Yet edi- 
tors who could afford to pay for 
independent coverage let it severe- 
ly alone.” 

Mr. Simms also pointed out that 
“the great advantage long enjoyed 
by the United States has been due 


‘to the complete freedom of its 


newspapers and its news service.” 
This points up an observation made 
by Frank L. Kluckholn, New York 
Times Correspondent, from Ven- 
ezula. He reports that the United 
States Government is sending “five 
ublic relations attaches to the 
nited States Embassy of this 
small country, compared with the 
four who labored here during the 
crucial days of the war.” He said 
he learned in Washington, last 
spring, that there were influential 
officials “who believed in an of- 
ficial news service to be dispensed 
to the loca] papers by special em- 


bassy attaches.” “This, of course,” | 


he added, “would be official com- 
petition with private news services, 
with the official news given away 
free.” 


“After studying the situation 
here,” said Mr. Kluckhohn from 
Caracas, “it is this correspondent’s 
belief that one public relations at- 
tache in peacetime could be excused, 
although he is not really necessary 
as the local press cooperates wher- 
ever necessary with the Embassy. 
It is felt that the presence of a 
five-man staff in this tiny capital, 
where everyone is known to every- 
one else, would create the impres- 
sion of interference, through prop- 
aganda, in the affairs of a sovereign 
nation of 4,000,000 persons.” 


‘Thus, competent observers make 
it clear that, far from dispelling 
distrust, the program can actual- 
ly be a fountain-head of distrust, 
particularly if it is not wisely 
administered. Moreover, it can 
easily prove a powerful and detri- 
mental competitor to existing 
American news agencies. It can, in 
other words, undermine agencies 
which have proved themselves one 
of our great advantages abroad.

Even if the 
project is worthwhile per se, it 
can cause incalculable harm if it is 
given unwise direction. In other 
words, if a picture of the United 
States is going to be painted for 
people abroad, who is going to be 
the artist. 

This can make a difference, as 
witness the picture of education in 
the United States that was painted 
for the representatives of foreign 
countries—pMticularly Latin Amer- 
ica— who attended the London con- 
ference to frame a constitution for 
the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion. Not a single representative 
of American Catholic education as 
such appeared among delegates and 
advisers on this country’s delega- 
tion. So far as the delegates from 
other countries could judge, there is 
no such thing as Catholic education 
in the United States. Yet, this 
delegation was chosen by the State 
Department. Its personnel was 
announced by Assistant Secretary 
of State Benton. 

Mr. Benton has said in public 
articles that one aspect of the pro- 
gram for “a State Department 
foreign information service, sup- 
plementing the department’s dip- 
lomatic activities,” is the continu- 
ance of the United States “informa- 
tion libraries” which were begun by 
the OWI and OIAA. He said they 
will operate “in connection with our 
embassies, legations and consu- 
lates,” and that “in them American 
residents abroad and foreign read- 
ers find American histories, biog- 
raphies, novels, technical works, 
periodicals, and official documents.” 

An illustration for this article 
by Mr. Benton was a picture. of 
one of these “information libraries” 
operated in London. In the fore- 
ground is a periodical rack prom- 
inently displaying at least two pub- 
heations which, from time to time, 
have taken vicious “pot shots” at 
‘the Catholic Church. Foreigners 
getting such reading material from 
an American embassy or consulate 
i'might well conclude that the offi- 
‘cial picture of the United States 
‘includes a dislike for Catholics. A 
'study of the illustration revealed 
'no Catholic periodical or publication 
| to offset this impression.

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China’s Reds

It has lately been a war govern- 
ment with war powers that placed 
some necessary restrictions on its 
citizens, but such measures were 
recognized as essential to the war 
effort and were loyally accepted by 
the nation. In the present circum- 
stances it is the »nly sort of gov- 
ernment the Chinese people can 
possibly desire—ene thnt will keep 
them united and progressive as a 
nation while gradually evclving the 
complete machinery of democratic 


‘ rule—although it is not the only 


sort it is possible for them to have, 
for there still rerain the alterna- 
tive extremes of communistic slav- 


ery, libertarian ehaos and piece- 


meal partition, 


A two-party system would 
doubtless benefit China-—and there 
would be such a system new if the 
communists had accepted the re- 
peated offer of the government to 
legalize them as a political party 
—but meanwhile the Kucmintang 
is not a collection of dictators and 
malefactors but is largely com- 
posed of the most patriotic, cul- 
tured, enlightened and responsible 
men in China. 


Many shades of political belief 
are represented within its ranks 
and many types of character — 
some good, some bad, some broad, 
some narrow, some meritorious, 
some selfish, but the Kuomintang 
as a group has provided China 
with its best leadership for a gen- 
eration, has nursed it through all 
the dangers that beset the infant 
Republic, has unified it and evoked 
its national spirit. and has finally 
guided it to victory in a global 
war. It has its reactionary and its 
radical elements. It has its petty 
despots and its unprincipled oppor- 
tunities. It has ‘ts inefficient of- 
ficials and even its dishonest graft- 
ers. 


But in this it differs from no 
other political party on earth, no 
matter how democratic, honest and 
otherwise enlightened the general 
group may be. And like them it 
has also its preponderance of pat- 
riots and statesmen who set the 
standard and determine the policies 
of the party, utilizing its influence

An experienced exe- 
cutive, he is an efficient planner 
who knows how to blueprint the 
future of his nation with due re- 
gard to its peeuliar probiems and 
present state of development. 

A wise and kindly father, he 
knows how to keep his family in 
order, encouraging here and cor- 
recting there while carrying out 
the national policies that spell 
progress for all. He is neither a 
dictator nor a figure-head; he is 
simply a determined mar with a. 
conscience, a sens? of responsibil- 
ity and a deep leve of country. He 


is a first class military man with- 
out being a militarist. He is a true 
nationalist without being national- 
istic. He is an enlightened inter- 
nationalist whe believes in world 
peace, equal treatment for all na-

and democratic brotherhood that 
the entire war produced 


Such is the present government 
of China and suen are some of its 
leaders. Neither government nor 
leaders have been chosen by popu- 
lar vote. But both leaders and 
government have the solic backing 
of the vast majority of the people 
—much more so than ary elected 
administration or President in the 
whole history of this country ever 
had. 

Meanwhile the reople have been 
promised the vote by this govern- 
ment and they confidently expect 
it, but they neither want nor ex- 
pect it overnight. They want 
peace and unity and order first as 
prerequisites to rehabilitation and 
progress. They want a chance to 
regain their homes, resume their 
trade and agriculture and hick their 
wounds. Then they will be ready 
for the machinery of democratic 
government. Yet if they were ob- 
liged to hold a national election 
tomorrow morning, they would 
vote almost to a man for their 
present leaders. 


Almost to a man—but rot quite. 
While a united China was fighting 
for its life against Japanese mili- 
tarism in the severest struggle the 
country has ever known, there re- 
mained an enemy in its own house- 
hold. 

Representing at most one fourth 
of one per cent of the Chinese 
population, with roughly a half 

soldiers at their command 
and perhaps another half million 
sympathizers of various hues scat- 
tered here and there, the com- 
munist group took advantage of 
their own people’s misery and their 
own country’s extremity to rebel, 
seize large areas by force, impose 
themselves on great sections of

ples,” the Holy Father said in citing 
the first requirement. “Motives of 
hate, -vengeance, rivalry, antagon- 
ism, unfair and dishenest compe- 
tition must be kept out of po!rtica) 
and economic debates and decisions 
. - . Anyone, then, who exacts ex- 
piation of crime through just pun- 
ishment of ¢riminals because of 
their misdeeds should take good 
care not to do himself what he de- 
nounces in others as misdeeds or 


erimes. One who seeks reparations 
should base his. claim on mora] prin- 
ciples and respect for those in- 
violable, natural rights which re- 
main valid even for those who have 
surrendered uneonditionally to the 
victor. One who asks for security 
in the future should not forget that 
its only true guarantee lies in one’s 
own internal force, that is, in safe- 
guarding family, children, labor in 
fraternal charity, outlawing all 
hate, all persecution; all unjust 
vexation of honest citizens; in loyal 
concord between State and State, 
between people and people.” 

“To secure this,” said Pope Pius, 
advancing to the second require- 
ment, “men must everywhere fore- 
go the artificial creation, through 
the power of wealth, of arbitrary 
censorship, one-sided judgments and 
false assertions, of a so-called pub- 
lie opinion which sways the ideas 
and will of the electorate like reeds 
shaken by the wind. 

As the third point, His Holiness 
said “the whole surface of the 
globe, reddened with the bloodshed 
in these terrible years, cries out 
aloud against the tyranny “of the 
totalitarian state. “The fabric of 
ever-threatening base, if an end 
ism, which lowers man to the state 
of a mere pawn in the game of 
politics, a cipher in economic cal- 
culations,” His Ati declared. 

Pope Pius said that, in the face 
of the accepted state of affairs, 
“there remains but one solution: A 
return to God and to the order es- 
tablished by Him.” 

“The more the veil is lifted from 
the origin and increase of those 
forces which brought about the 
war,” His Holiness continued, “the 
clearer it becomes that they were 
the heirs, the bearers and the con- 
tinuers of errors of which the es- 
sential element was the neglect, 
overthrow, denial and contempt of 
Christian thought and principles. 

“Tf, then, the root of the evil lies 
here, there is but one remedy: To 
go back to the order fixed by God 
also in relations between States and 
peoples; to go back to a real Chris- 
tianity within the State and among 
States. And let it not be said that 
this is not realism in politics. Ex-

The title of Pope Pius’ discourse 
was “A Christmas of Expectancy 
and Prayer,” and he pointed out 
that though World War II is over, 
there is no true peace, only a “post- 
war period.” 

His Holiness said “a sacrilegious 
attack has been made and is made 
against the Totus Christus, the 
Whole Christ, while at the same 
time a dastardly blow has been 
struck against the unity of man- 
kind, whenever an attempt has been 
made, or is made, té put the 
Church, like a prisoner and a slave, 
in the service of this or that par- 
ticular people, to tie her up within 
the narrow confines of a single na- 
tion or, on the other hand, to os- 
tracize her from any nation.” 


Pope Pius said a “musty liberal- 
ism strove to create, without the 
Church or in opposition to her uni- 
fying forces, a unity built on lay 
culture and secularized humanism,” 
and that “totalitarianism supplant- 
ed it.” 

The Holy Father said that “at 
a time of stress such as ours still 
is, the Church, in her own interest 
and in that of mankind, should 
make every endeavor to use to the 
best advantage her undivided and 
indivisible integrity.” He noted that 
“during the long period when, by 
the disposition of Divine Provi- 
dence, the Italian nation, to a great- 
er extent than the others, gave the 
Church her head and large num- 
bers of cotlaborators in the cen- 
tral government of the Holy See, 
the Church, as a whole, had dlways 
kept her supra-national character 
He added that “the del- 
icacy of the present situation calls 
for special care in safeguarding the 
supra-national character and in- 
divisible unity of the Church.” 


Speaking of the CHurch as “the 
Great Universal Home,” His Holi- 
ness said for his part he desired 
“to make that home ever more 
solid, ever more attractive to all, 
without exception.” “Hence,” said 
the Holy Father, “We desire to 
leave nothing undone that may re- 
flect outwardly the supra-national 
character of the Church, because 
it is the expression of her love for 
Christ, Whom she sees and serves 
in the rich variety of her members 
scattered throughout the whole 
world.”

There is a sane realism: that 
which recognizes the reality of the 
moral law as the only true and last- 
ing basis of individual, family, 
national and international life. 

This thought is.the key-note of 
the immense number of spoken and 
written utterances—sermons, epis- 
copal letters, addresses, newspaper 
articles, 
fundamental Importance — that 
mark the priestly career of Samuel 
Cardinal . Stritch, Archbishop | of 
Chicago, former Archbishop of Mil- 
waukee and one time Bishop of 
Toledo, 


To awaken his fellow Catholics 
and his countrymen at large to the 
need of recognizing these moral 
realities and to translate them. into 
action in every sphere of public and 
private life: that has been the life 
work of this Prelate, who at an ex- 
eeptionally young age me one 
of the outstanding leaders of the 
Church in America. 


Archbishop Stritch was elected a 
member of the Administrative 
Board of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference in 1935 and served 
as Episcopal Chairman of the N.C. 
W.C. Department of Catholic Action 
Study until 1939, when he was 
chosen Chairman of the Adminis- 
trative Board. Having served the 
maximum of five successive terms 
on the Administrative Board, Arch- 
bishop Stritch retired in the Fall 
of 1940. He was re-elected in the 
Fall of 1941 and served as Vice 
Chairman of the Board and Treas- 
wrer until the Fall of 1945, when 
he was again elected Chairman of 
the Administrative Board. 

As chairman of the American 
Bishops’ Committee on the Pope’s 
Peace- Points, set up in 1941 just 
before the attack on Pearl Harbor 
drew this country into World War 
II, Archbishop Stritch urged from 
the very beginning that “it is as 
necessary for us to give thought to 
the winning of the peace as it is 
necessary for us to make every 
sacrifice for the winning of the 
war.” 

As a leader in this fight to win 
the peace, Archbishop Stritch has 
battled incessantly, furnishing in- 
tellectual- and spiritual weapons, 
counseling and warning, clearly 
recognizing the limitations of legiti- 
mate national sovereignty, and re- 
minding America of her grave re- 
sponsibilities at the peace table. 

Both “clear thinking and cour- 
ageous action” have always been 
characteristic of Archbishop Stritch 
in his priestly career, which is re- 
markable for‘the youthful age at 
which he attained positions of high- 
est responsibility in the Church. He 
was born on August 17, 1887, in 
Nashville, Tenn., where he attended 
St. Mary’s parochial school. His 
father, Garrett Stritch, was a 
native of Ireland, and had been a 
school teacher there. His mother, 
Catherine’ (Malley) Stritch, was 
born in this country of Irish 
parents. 

Young Samuel Stritch completed 
his high school course at the age of 
14 and enrolled at St. Gregory’s 
preparatory seminiary in Cincin- 
nati. He excelled in his studies and 
at the age of 16 was chosen by his 
Bishop, the Most Rev. Thomas 
Byrne, to prepare for the priesthood 
at the North American College in 
Rome. He completed his philoso- 
phical and theological! studies at the 
: of 20, and three years later, 
ser a special dispensation had 
been obtained, he was ordained in 
Rome by the late Cardinal Respighi 
on May 21, 1910—only 23 years old. 

Father Stritch returned to his 
home country and was assigned as 
eurate to St. Patrick’s Church in 
Memphis. Only one year later he 
became pastor of the same church 
and held this office until 1915 when 
he was appointed secretary to 
Bishop Byrne who, two years later, 

him Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese of Nashville. Father Stritch 
was then 30 years old. 

In May, 1921, the late Pope Bene- 
dict XV named Father Stritch a 
Domestic Prelate with the title of 
Right Reverend Monsignor and a 
few months later appointed him 
Tich of the Diocese of Toledo.

Edward Cardinal Mooney 


Service of the Church on three 
Continents—Europe, Asia and 
America—has marked the career 
of the Edward ‘‘ardinal Mooney, 
first Archbishop of Detroit. 

In 1926, after three years as 
spiritual director of the North 
American college in Rome, the 
Archbishop, then a Monsignor, an 
honor he had received in May 1925, 
was named Apostolic Delegate to 
India. He is believed to the 
first American priest to be given 
a oar gp appointment in the 
diplomatic service of the Vatican. 
Five years later he was transferred 
to Japan in the same capacity of 
Delegate. | 


As is characteristic of the great- 
er part of the American hierarchy, 
the Archbishop is a native born 
American, the son of working peo- 
ple, Thomas and Sarah (Heneghan) 
Mooney. The family resided in Mt. 
Savage, Maryland, at the time of 
the Archbishop’s birth, May 9, 1892, 
but moved to Youngstown, O., when 
he was five years old. Consequent 
on the decision to study for the 
pwiesthood, ~ Edward Mooney re- 
turned to Maryland, to St. Charles 
college, Ellicott City, for his ¢lassi- 
cal studies, and to St. Mary’s sem- 
inary, Baltimore, for his philosophi- 
cal course, 

The study of. theology was be- 
gun in Rome in 1905, and four years 
later, on April 10, 4€909, the solemn 
goal of ordination and the priest- 
hood was attained. That same year 
he received the degrees of Doctor 
of Philosophy and Doctor of Di- 
vinity. 

The year 1926 marked the turn- 
ing point in his priestly career. 
For, on January 8 of that year, he 
was elected Titular Archbishop of 
Irenopolis. Cardinal Van Rossum. 
at that time Prefect of the Sacred 
Congregation for the Propagation 
of the Faith, officiated at his con- 
secration on January 31, 1926. 

During his five years as Delegate 
to India, 11 new mission territories. 
were erected and three more Sees 
were entrusted to the direction of 
native Indian Bishops. An outstand- 
ing accomplishment of this period 
was the settlement of the so-called 
“double jurisdiction” suestion, ef- 
fected through an accord between 
the Holy See and Portugal. The 
matter involved scattered parishes 
of Portuguese origin along the 
eastern coast of India. Before the 
accord, these parishes owed alleg- 
iance to the original Portuguese di- 
oceses, sometimes far distant. Aft- 
er the settlement, these parishes 
came under the jurisdiction of the 
Ordinary in whose territory they 
were’ located. The Catholies of 
India presented a new residence to 
the Apostolic Delegate as a jubilee 
gift to Pope Pius XI. 

Rome, India—and then Japan. On 
February 25, 1931, the Archbishop’s 
residence fn India ended, as word 
arrived that he was to take up 
similar duties in another foreign 
country, this time as Apostolic 
Delegate to Japan. A little more 
than two years later, after a visit 
to the United States and as he was 
returning to Japan, he received the 
announcement of his appointment 
as Bishop of Rochester, N. Y. He 
was installed as Ordinary of that 
diocese on October 12. 

In the following year~he was 
elected a member of the Admin- 
istrative Board of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference and 
became Episcopal Chairman of the 
Department of Social Action. In 
November 19384 he was elected. 
Chairman of the Board, a post 
which he held, with the exception 
of one year, until November 1945. 

On June 1, 19387, following the 
death of Bishop Michael J. Gal- 
lagher early in the year, the an- 
nouncement came from Vatican 
City that the Diocese of Detroit 
d been elevated to the rank of an 
archiepiscopal See; that the entire 
State of Michigan had been made 
into a new ecclesiastical province, 
and that Archbishop Mooney 
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been named its first Archbishop. 

The Most Rev. Amleto Giovanni 
Cicognani, Apostolic Delegate to 
the United States, officiated at his 
solemn installation in Detroit on 
August 3, 1937. More than 60 mem- 
bers of the Hierarchy were in at- 
tendance. 


‘Francis Cardinal Spellman 


The distinction of governing 
simultaneously two of the’ most 
populous Sees in the world fell to 
Archbishop Francis J. Spellman of 
New York during World War II. 

On May 23, 1939, Archbishop 
Spellman was installed as the sixth 
Ordinary of the New York arch- 
diocese. Seven months later, on 
December 11, 1989, he was named 
by the Holy See to be the U. S. 
Military Vicar, and when this na- 
tion entered World War Il, the 
Army and Navy diocese grew even 
more populous than the New York 
archdiocese as America’s military 
might was mustered. 

In addition to his heavy duties 
in New York and as Military Vicar, 
Archbishop Spellman has been 
identified prominently with the 
work of the National Catholic Wel-' 
fare Conference. He was elected 
a member of the N.C.W.C. Admin- 
istrative Board for the first time in 
1940; was re-elected for five suc- 
cessive years, and currently is serv- 
ing on the Board as Secretary. 

In his capacity as Military Vicar, 
Archbishop Spellman was perhaps 
the most widely travelled church- 
man of his time. He journeyed the 
world around for inspections of mil- 
itary installations, conferences with 
chaplains and to meet and cheer 
America’s fighting men in the field. 

It was Pope Pius XII, then Eu- 
genio Cardinal Pacelli, Papal Sec- 
retary of State, who consecrated 
Archbishop Spellman on September 
8, 1982, as Titular Bishop of Sila, 
to serve as Auxiliary Bishop of 
Boston. The consecration took place 
at the cathedral altar in the Basil- 
ica of St. Peter, Archbishop Spell- 
man being the first American Bish-

| , visited the United States 
1936, the then Bishop Spellman was’ 
his companion on his travels. 
Archbishop Spellman was tire- 
less in his efforts to avert bombing 
or other military damage to the 
Eternal City and voiced urgent 
pleas on several occasions for pray- 
ers that Rome be spared. After a 
visit to the late President Roose- 
velt he expressed the hope that 
“military ingenuity would over- 
come military necessity” in the 
matter, and in the fall of 1944, aft-

ter again visiting the White House, 


‘he was able to express his grati- 


tude that the seat of Christendom 
had been spared. 


Archbishop Spellman was born 
on May 4, 1889, at Whitnian, Mass. 
He attended school in Whitman and 
graduated from Fordham Univer- 
sity in 1911. He attended the North 
American College in Rome from 
1911 to 1916 and was ordained in 
Rome on May 14, 1916. He took the 
degree of Doctor of Sacred The- 
ology at the Propaganda College 
and upon his return to this country 
was assigned to parish work in 
Roxbury. In 1918 he was trans- 
ferred to the Cathedral of the Holy 
Cross in Boston, and from 1922 to 
1925 he served as Assistant Chan- 
cellor of the archdiocese. 


In 1925 Archbishop Spellman be- 
came the first American priest ever 
called to active service in the Papal 
Secretariate of State at the Vatican, 
where he remained for seven years. 
While at the Vatican he was associ- 
ated closely with the present Pon- 
tiff, who became Papal Secretary of 
State in 1930. Archbishop Spell- 
man served as translator into 
English of Papal discourses and on 
several occasions read the trans- 
lation of the works of Pope Pius XI 
over the Vatican radio. One of 
these discourses was the first ever 
given by a Pope to the world over 
radio. 


John Cardinal Glennon 


The oldest member of the Ame- 
rican Hierarchy ir point of service, 
the Most Rev. Iohn J. Glennon, 
Archbishop of St. Louis. looks back 
upon sacerdotal and episcopal ca- 
reers that are amoung the most dis- 
tinguished in the history of the 
Church anywhere.
